English Mail to May 2nd, 

(Per steamer North Pscflo.] 

At a ruoeting of tlio Stalybridgo Town 
Council last overling, the Mayor proposed 
the adoption of an adJvesa of congratula- 
tion to her Majesty on her assuming the 
title of T3inpra«B of India. A. long and 
Bomowhut stormy di-cu^sion followod. 
Tho motion wad opposed by all the Liber- 
al members of the Council, but, on bo- 
inur put to tbo veto, whs carried by 16 to o. 

A. Dublin telegram states that a Corn- 
mittiio of the DuoLin Corporation having 
communicitsd with Sir Bernari Burka, 
Ulstor King at Amu, in reference to the 
propor manner of uddraasing her Majesty 
congratulating her on tho assumption'of 
hur now title, Bir Bernard replied that the 
documont should ho addressed, "Victoria, 
by the grace of God .of the United Kingdom 
of Oreut Britain and Ireland, Queen, 
Defender of tho Faith, and Empreaa of 
India." . 

Undor tho new Adultoration Acta milk- 
man his beon sentenced to throo months' 
imprisonment for selling milk having 26 
per cent, of water. He was also lined 50s 
and 23s oosts for selling coffee adulterated 
with chicory, not marked as tmok on tho 
wrapper. 

Captain J. F. Montgomery, well known 
on tho turf, has died at the Ulster Club, 
Belfast, from injuries sustained by being 
throwu from his horao at a recent race 
meeting. _. , r 

On Saturday, at Bath, Miss Lncy Mari- 
an Gladstone, the youngest daughter of 
tho late Captain Gladstone, R.N.. nieeo of 
the ox Premier, was married to Mr. Kog- 
inald Hardv, oldest son of Sir John Har- 
dy, of Dunstall Hall, Staffordshire. Tho 
cor'emony, which was witnessed by ft largo 
and fashionable congregation, was per- 
formed by the Venerable Archdeacon 
Holbeach, of Farmborough, Warwick- 
shire. 

An inscription, which has been engrav- 
ed on a very elaborate monument, recent- 
ly erocted over the grave of tho French 
prisoners of war who died at Chatham at 
the beginning of the century, runs to tho 
following effect: "Here aro gathered to- 
gether the remains of many brave soldiers 
and sailors, who, having once beon the 
foes and uft^rwards the captives of Eng- 
land, low tind rest in her soil, rernotnbe r- 
ing no more tho animosities of war or 
their sorrows in imprisonment. They 
wera deprived of the consolation of clos- 
ing their eyes am mg.'t the countrymen 
they loved, but they have been laid iii an 
honourable gra- e by a nation which knows 
how to respect valour and to sympathize 
with misfortune." Tho monument has 
been erected in the dockyurd. 

In tho House of Commons Mr. C. Lewis 
moved for returns of the form of oath im- 
posed on Privy-Couucillora, with the 
view of censuring Mr. Lowe for his re- 
marks at iietf >r I on the history of the 
B >yal Titles Bill. Mr. Lowe made a eon- 
temp uo n rooly, daclining to be answer- 
able tJ the hon. member for Londonderry 
or to any one else for an after-dinner ora- 
tion, an'l Mr. Disraeli occasioned some 
thing like a scene by stating that he had 
the commands of tho Qu-en to declare 
that Her Majesty had nover made proposi : 
tioos such us uad been described in the 
BDtford t-pt-eoh at any time. The motioD 
for returns was carried by 91 to 37, but, 
many laemtior* on ho;h sides declined to 
tako part in the division. 

An Englishman who insulated his bed- 
stead by ida.ring underneatli each post a 
brokeu-off bottom of a glass bottle, says 
the effect was migi-al; that ho hud not 
beet) free frum rheumatic gout for fifteen 
years, and that he bngau to improve lin 
media-eiy after tho application of the in- 
sulators. 

On Monday night as Viscount Holms- 
ley'o bro igham waa standing outsida a 
club house in St. James' street, Loudon, 
the horao took fright, ran upou the . pavo- 
mmt at the corrsr of Bury Btreet, and 
knocked down, and suverely injured, Sur- 
goon-Maj-rB >bert Hekington Linton, F. 
B.C S., F.R. G. S , of tho Indian army. 
The coachman lo-.t all control of the 
horse, and tho brougham, after breaking 
the iron railings in front of several bouses, 
was at length B nattered, and the coach- 
n an thrown into tho road. Both the in 
jureJ persons were taken to St. George's 
Hospital, where Mr. Linton died on Mon- 
day night, and tho coachman next morn- 

The action raised by Mr. Tooke, the 
former Secretary of the Emma Mine Com- 
pany, against Mr. Macdougalf, for a libel 
published in the Hour newspaper, has re- 
sulted in a verdict for the plaintiff, the 
damages, however, being restricted to 10.s. 
The Judge said he must tako time to con- 
sider whether he would eoitify for costs. 

We read in tho Times:— The Cologne 
Gazette is publishing Bluchor's letters 
home during the campaigns of 1813 to 
1815 The bpelling is sui generis. Napol- 
eon is some times spoken of by that namo, 
at other times as tho Emperor Napoleon, 
or tho Emperor of France, and occasion- 
ally, as on tho 2ud February, 1814, 
Blucher says:— -'Tho grentblowis struck. 
Yestorday I had an engagement with 
the Emperor Napoleon. Tho Empoi- 
or of Kussia arrived aa the b.utlo 
began. Both Moimrohs left all to me, and 
remained apectatora of tho light. About 
ono o'clock at midday I attacked the ene- 
my. The battle lasted till into tho night, 
and only at ten o'clock had I driven the 
Emperor from all his positious. Sixty 
guns and over 3,000 prisonors fell into 
my haridH. Tho number of the killed is 
very large, for tho exasperation bad reach 
the highest point. You may think what 
thanks I received from the Monaichs. 
Alexander clasped my hand and eaid, 
'Blucher, to day you have put tbo crown 
on all your victories; men will blosa you ' 
I was exhau>ttfd,&nd slept five hours with- 
out waking. Early to-duy I must again at- 
tack my opponent and completely drive 
him off. How is ho now in full retreat on 
Pari". Wo follow him. Whether he now 
remains Emporor of Franco romains to be 
seen. If he retains the crown, ho must 
regatd it ns a gift from the hands of our 
Monarchs." From Vertus, oight days 
later, Blucher, after reporting nnoiher 
victory, says: -"Wo are now fifteen! miles 
off Paris; in oight days we are certain to 
bo beforo tbid capital. In all probability; 
Napoleon will lone the crown. Count Ar- 
tois lias already arrived from England, 
whom the allies aro disposed toput on tho 
f>r n", and «hoii the French nation, 
I bolio've, will gladly accept." 

At the Guild had Police Court an in- 
go ioua fraud on bankers lias been undor 
investigation, James Fuller, tho accused 
had been ongagod as traveller to a brewer 



at Mold, in Flintshire, and in that capaci- 
ty because acquainted with tho bankers 
of persons living in that part of tho coun. 
try. Ho left that locality some four years 
ago, and was lost sight of. A short tiuio 
ago he telegraphud Messrs. Williams & 
Co., of thn Old Bank, Chester, in the 
name of Northop, Cheshire, ono of thuir 
customers, stating that he was in London 
and'urgently in want of £50. and asking 
thelu to telegraph to Messrs. ltob- 
arts, Lubbock <fe Compuny to hon- 
our his cheque for that amount. They 
did as requested and tho prisoner got the 
money. In another ease lie telegraphed 
to tho Holywell branch of the North and 
South Walos Bunk, in the name of Mr. 
Aduni Eyton, one of their customers ask- 
ing them to telegraph to their ag'outs, tho 
London and Westminister Back, to author- 
ise them to pay his chequo for £70, and 
the- ohequo wifs oashed. Ho might 
have gono on a long timo at this clever 
and profitable roguery, hut unfortunately 
for himself henoxt telegraphed from Lon- 
don to tho maiiagorof the Mold branch of 
tho National Provincinl Bank of England 
in tho name of W. B. Ruddicom, asking 
him to authorize tbo head omen, by tele- 
graph, to pay a cheque of his for £81, aa 
ho was in London and wanted the money 
urgoutly. Mr. Ruddicom bud olosod his 
account about three years since, and the 
manager at Mold telegraphed to tho head 
office that if such a cheque was presented 
it was a forgery. The prisoner presented 
tho ohequo, and ho was shown into tho 
manager's room. Ho was left alone there, 
for a few minutes, while) the manager sent 
for a constable, and wl.oa ho and tho 
clork returned to tho ro.mi they found 
him burning the forged choline. The man- 
ager snatched it off the lire before it was 
much burnt. The Pi isoner was then giv- 
en into custody and the cheque was found 
to bo foi'god. Ho was committed for 
trial. 

In tho Paris correspondence of the Daily 
News we read;— A curious case of traffic 
in decorations was beforo the Correction- 
al Tribunal yesterday. M. Herve du Lor- 
iu, who Makes a comfortable income, es- 
timated at 12. 0U0 fraucs a year, as an in- 
terpreter authorized by tho Archbishop 
of Paris to snow foroigu visitors tho 
Cathedral of Notre Dainty was during tho 
siege of Paris director of an ambulance. 
He then invented an Order, which be 
wore himself, and conferred upon a grout 
many people. For this ho was not indict- 
ed, tho ribbon being purely fantastical 
and clearly distinguishable from that of 
any known Order in Europe. It results 
from the judgo's ruling that anybody in 
Franco may create himself Grand Muster 
of an Order, and confer decorations on 
those who will take th-rn, provided he a- 
voids piracy, but Mr. Herve was accused 
of having dubbed himself baron, and cov- 
ered his breast with ribbons greatly re- 
sombling thoso of the Crown of Italy, St. 
Sep.ulehio, etc. In the dock with him 
was a chum named Gasc, acused of as- 
suming thb nobility particle -do' and 
weariug several false order*, among oth- 
ers one called Saint Sauvour do Montred 
founded in 1070 by Henry of Burgundy, 
whiili res -mbled that of Charles II. of 
Spain. M. Herve denied having public- 
ly worn the pirated decorations or born 
the- title of baron, but admitted that ho 
had been photographed With the orders in 
question, and hud put a baron's coronet on 
tus visitiug cards. Gasc argued that the 
decoratious he wore were distinguishable 
from thos • charged us pirated. His friends 
sometimes put 'do' before his name, but 
he denied tliat he assumed tho t ile. 
The Count found the defendant* guilty, 
but thinking probably that stripping off 
so mauy borrowed plumes was sufficient 
punisment fiued tuem only fifteen fr.uics 
each." 

Ou Saturday morning a very determin- 
ed attempt at murder aud huicule was 
made by a city clerk, named Joseph Nib 
let, his victim being a young lady named 
Burle.the daughter of a retirod merchant. 
Niblet is said to have b eu paying his ad 
drosses' to Miss Burle for the lust eighteen 
months or two years, Recently they have 
had differences , ttio young lady at last re- 
fusing to see him any more. Niblot, who 
lodged at Ivy Cottage, Acton Lauo, Ciun- 
nersbury.on Saturday morning complain- 
od to his landlady of being ill, and in- 
duced her to write a noto to Miss Burlo, 
beseeching her to come and see him. Com- 
plying with this request, the young lady 
went to Ivy Cottage, and was uduutted to 
the bedside of her lover. -An altercation 
appears to have taken pluco, and Miss 
Bur'e was about to leave the room, when 
he drew u livo chambered revolver from 
the bed cloihusund shot her in the fore- 
head, tso bullet passing downwards on 
the inside of nor left cheek. Niblot then 
turned the weapon upon himself and fired, 
the bullet lodging m his skull. Tbo bul- 
lets havoheen successfully extracted, but 
tho condition of both the sufferers is pre- 
carious, that of Niblet leaving very littlo 
hope of hid recovery. 

For unduly loitering in his occupation 
of letter-carrier a lad named Macarty was 
fined at tho Thames Polico Court £10. In 
default of payment ho was aenteneed to 
undergo two mouths' hard labour. 

The polico made a raid May 3rd, on two 
hotting houses in Paris, arrested about 200 
persons, principally English, and took 
thorn to gaol. Tho athiir has caused great 
excitement on the boulevards, and, the 
Two Thousand having been run tho day 
before, agroat d':al of money is likely to 
bo impounded. 

■The Standard says — -A Canadian farm 
servant, named Win. H. Smith, applied to 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil for leave to appeul to their lordship's 
against his conviction for tho murder of 
his master. Tho Committee, however, 
thought that tho prisoner had nothing to 
ooinpluin of as regarded the Canadian 
courts, and refused the application. 

The Surrey Advertiser m.ys;— VVe regret 
to learn that the young Prince Kofl'ee, of 
Ashanteo, who is being educated at tho 
Surrey County School, bus been Buffering 
from illness. The symptoms were at ono 
time so alarming Unit the government, 
who wer$ apprised of tho fact, sent down 
Dr. Quain to see the Pnnce and report 
upon bis condition. We are glad, how- 
over, to bo able to state that tho health of 
the Royal African patient has now con- 
siderably improved.

Mysterious Explosion. 

Shortly ufter two o'clock yesterday 
morning the peaceful slumbers of citizens 
rosiding in tho neighborhood of the cor- 
ner of Government and Fort streets were 
disturbed by the loud report of au explo- 
sion and tho attention of special-constable 
Blaok wafl immediately attracted to tho 
promises known as tho Occidental Build- 
ing by tho additional sound of tho crash- 
ing of windows. A very biiof inspection 
sufficed to prove that the explosion, of 
whatever nature it might bo, had taken 
place in the* elegant billiard saloon occu- 
pied by Capt. Martin, and tho officer, ac- 
oompaniod by a private citizen, imme- 
diately proceeded to force nn entrance to 
the promises. On arrival in tho saloon a 
strong smell of gunpowder and a cloud of 
smoke were noticed and on further inves- 
tigation it was found that the door of a 
small cupboard directly behind the bar, 
at tho head of the stairs hud boon blown 
from its hinges and hurled a distance of 
some 30 foot. In evory window in tho 
saloon one pane of glas.i had been broken 
and close to the onpboril lay the charred 
remains of a cigar-box, and a small pow- 
der flask blackened by Bmoko. None of 
tho bottles or glasses behind tho bar wore 
brokon, and the concussion cannot there- 
fore have boon very severe. It was suffi- 
cient, however to atop tho clock at pre- 
cisely 10 minutes past two and effect the 
trifling damage already mentioned. The 
explosion it would appear arose in some 
mysterious manner from a spark or par- 
tially ignited match connecting with about 
y, a pound of powder which was deposit- 
ed in a cigar-box, in the flask air T.dy men- 
tioned, and hence the report and damage. 
As is too frequently the case, all sorts of 
ill-natured rumors were quickly afloat 
that tho explosion resulted from incen- 
diarism, that the saloon was daubed from 
floor to ceiliug with cod oil, and that the 
place was a perfect labyrinth of gunpowder 
traius. These of course nil prove J untrue 
and although the police very properly 
placed themselves in communication with 
Captain Martin ns soon as possible after 
the explosion there can bo no doubt that 
its eauBO was purely accidental. Capt. 
Martin left the saloon shortly alter mid- 
night on Thursday, so it would seem the 
fire which ignited tho powder had beou 
smouldering somo time. The premises 
woro handsomely furnished about twelve 
months since at a cost of 85,000, on which 
there is insurance amounting to £2,100.

James Crawford was charged with trad- 
ing in tho city without a proper license. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson, who appeared for 
tho defense, argued that tho matter was 
beyond the jurisdiction of tho court on 
the ground that the Act of 1876, under 
which the charge was brought, gavo no 
authority to Polico Magistrates or Jus- 
tices of tho Peace to try cases of this na 
tare. He also maintained that there was 
nothing in tho act to show that tho Pow- 
ers granted to J. Ps. or Stipendiary Mag- 
istrates under tho Act of 1867 wore im 
ported into tho Act lately passed, and like- 
wise that his client was not a commercial 
travollor. Ho thought it was not intend- 
ed that tho Magistrate should have tho 
power of dealing summarily with such 
cases, as it would frequently bo necessary 
to give time for tho production of tho re- 
quisite evidence. 

The Court thought the Act of lastssssion 
was only to be regarded as throe additional 
clauses to the Act of 1867, under which it 
■would havo jurisdiction and announced 
that it would try the case as a tost case. 

Mr. Robertson thou applied for tho 
caao to bo deferred for one month for tho 
production of evidence on tho question 
whether defendant was a commercial 
traveller within tho meaning of tho Act. 

Application granted, defendant finding 
bonds for his appearance in tho sum of 
$500, himself in $2b0 and two sureties 
$120 each. 

Olaf Siogfredson, known as tho "wild 
man of the woods," was released from 
custody, there being no evidence to prove 
insanity.

The Uace for $2,000. 

A largo number of spectators, nmongst 
whom were many ladies, attended Beacon 
Hill yesterday afternoon to witness the 
race between Mr. W. Dixon's mare Trifle 
and Mr. J. T. Howard's horse Reindeer 
for $1,000 asido. Tho hour appointed for 
tho start was 2 o'clock, but a vexatious 
delay of over two hours was caused in 
selecting a starter— a preliminary whioh 
should have been attonded to tho day be- 
fore the ruoo. After soveral gontlcmon 
had deolinod to ofliciato, Mr. P. Dyer 
of Seattle consented to accept tho delicate 
position, much to tho satisfaction of tho 
public and both of tho owners. A further 
delay, however, ensuod in bringing the 
horses to tho enurso and iu saddling them. 
Both animals woro in oxcollont condition, 
showing tho effect of careful training. 
Reindeer, perhaps, appeared a littlo tho 
finer of tho two and was in "splendid 
fettlo." In his preliminary canter ho 
seemed to move somewhat sluggishly, 
but those who woro well acquainted with 
him affirmed that this fact need cause no 
apprehension. Tho mare, on the con- 
trary, although very quite and docile, 
showed groat elasticity of stride and 
gathered horsolf very quickly. At about 
1:130 o'clock tho animals faced tho starter, 
Reindeer being riddeu by J. Faylor, by 
whom the horse had boon trained, nnd 
Trillo being ridden by W. Toomoy. Tho 
mare carried two pounds ovorwoight and 
was riddon barebacked. Taylor with 
pounds deadweight drew tho scalo at 130 
pounds, tho conditional weight. Several 
false starts were inado; one, appar- 
ently a good una, sent the horses 
halfway over the track, but even- 
tually they were dispatched as evenly 
as possible. Tho excitement wus then 
intense ; neither animal soomed to havo a 
perceptible advantage and with Reindeer 
on tho inside of tho course tho cry wan 
first " The Uorse wins 1" but as Trillo 
running game and strong approached tho 
bend sho drew slightly ahead, and after 
half the distance had boon traversed, the 
shout went up " Tho mare has got him!" 
The entire race waS visible from tho brow 
of the hill and as the horses were soou to 
round Honloy's corner and get well into 
tho straight ruu homo, it was evident that 
Trifle would pass tha judges' stand first. 
Tho rider of Reindeer, however, never 
gavo up a hope of " lifting " tho horse St 
tho finish and when he called upon him 
ho answered gamely ; but the speed and 
staying powers of the mare sorved hor 
throughout, and although during the 
race until the last few strides there was 
no material difference between hor and 
tho horse, she eventually won tho dash 
by barely three quarters of a length, 
lioth Reindeer and Trillo wore admirably 
rid den, and tho race, whioh was one of tho 
idosest ever seen on Beacon Hill, was run 
in 53 seconds. Tho result of the con Lost 
was received with great cheering. Tho 
following is the judges' flat :

Cardinal Gullon has issued a Pasto- 
ral, in which ho says: — "The world is 
now filled with alarming rumors of 
war, and there in danger that the mil- 
lions of armed men who aro so heavy 
a burden on tho nations of Europe 
will bo soon engaged in a deadly 
strifo, and the earth purpled with tor- 
rents of human blood. The iniquities 
which abound in the world, tho blas- 
phemies, tho impietios, tho licentious-- 
noss.and general corruption which pre- 
vails, and the recklessness with which 
religion is publicly assailod and tho 
authority of tho Creator ignored, give 
us reason to fear these and other 
scourges." Referring to education ho 
says: — "Tho greatest vigilance is re- 
quired in reference to tho National 
Board. You recollect how the load- 
ing Commissioner of this day, tho 
Protestant Archbishop of Dublin, 
while proclaiming in public that tho 
faith of Catholic children should not 
bo tampered with, communicated with 
his friends that, underhand, ho was 
usin u 

ful engine for uuderrainiug what ho 
called tho vast Fabric of Romanism in 
Ireland. Dr. Whately has gone to 
another world, but it seems as if his 
spirit still lingors among us, proinpt- 
iug experiments dangerous to our re- 
ligion, and carrying on an occult war- 
fare under tho pretea.ee of spreading 
education and promoting our temporal 
advantages. Certninly the persever- 
ing and artful efforts which wero the 
gratification of a few rostlesa bigots, 
pretending to great influence, aro 
made to banish evory mention. of the 
Catholic religion and of Catholic truth 
from tho school-books. To mix up tho 
teachers and children of every religion 
together gives serious grounds for ap- 
prehension. The measures which 
have lately boon adopted by the Com- 
missioners to injure the admirable 
schools held by nuns, and to deprive 
them of the means hithorto allowed of 
training monitressos and assistant 
teachers and maintaining a high stand- 
ard of instruction in their schools, 
eaunot but increase our fears. In 
Buch changes it is our duty to be most 
watchful, and to be ready to resist all 
Idangerous attemptson tho faith of our 
(children, and to oppose every measure 
/calculated to injure tho efficaciousness 
of our schools or to encroach on the 
few advantages which they oujoy. As 
to higher education, we should do 
everything to securo a good Catholic 
University, nnd to obtain for it a 
participation in the privileges and 
endowments of which Protestants have 
had a monopoly for centuries iu this Cath- 
olic country. Mr. Gladstone, when in- 
troducing his Bill into Parliament, de- 
nounced the slate of University education 
as something .scandalous or disgraceful, 
and proposed to amend it. Unfortunately 
be pursued a false coarse in this attempt; 
for, if what Mr, Lowe is reported by the 
press to havo Baitl in u late speech be truo, 
Mr. Gladstone undertook, not to rid tho 
Catholics of the scandalous grievances 
thoy wore suffering, but to 'free the Irish 
people from the domination of the Cutho- 
liu hierarchy;' In other words ho intend- 
ed to walk in the footsteps of Dr. Whate- 
ly and undermine! tho fabric of tho Catho- 
lic Church, for ns it is built upon tho 
foundation of the Apostles and their suc- 
cessors in tho hierarchy, ho could not 
destroy the authority of tho hierarchy 
without pulling down that Church which 
by Divine institution rests upon that au- 
thority as its solid foundation!

Belleville, May 1G. — Amost shock- 
ing cold-blooded murder was commit- 
ted iu tho township of Madoc on Sun- 
day. James McQuillan, living in the 
7th concession of that township, near 
the village of Bannockburn, soparated 
from his wifo in March last. He wont 
to Kingston leaving hor destitute, and 
she, was giveu a homo with a neighbour 
with whom she rosided whilst her hus- 
band was absent. He returned about 
throe weeks ago,- but hia wife did not 
return to. their homo. On Sunday ho 
sent his father to got hor to consent to 
the National system as a power- return, and she proraisod to meet him 

at hia brother's. She left shortly af- 
ter nine o'clock on the same morning 
to keep the appointment, taking with 
her hor two children aged two and a 
half and one and a half years, and was 
seen about ton o'clock in company 
with her husband, he carrying one 
child aud she the other. 

Four hours later her dead body was 
found by her husband's brother lying 
by tho roadside horribly mutilated, 
the upper part of tho skull having been 
smashed in with a largo stone. Her 
brains were scattered about, and marks 
on hoi- throat showed that she had 
been half choked before boing killed 
outright. Tho husband, who was found 
at his father's, house with the two 
children, was at'once arrosted by the 
neighbours who had turned out, and 
he did not deny the charge. His coat 
was found to be spotted with blood, 
and parts are still wet, as if ho had 
been washing out the blood stains. An 
inquest was held on Monday before 
Dr. Sutton, coroner, at Madoc, and a 
verdict of wilful murder returned 
against McQuillan, who was brought 
to tho county. gaol hero to-day. 

Ho is a man of about 3o years of 
age, and has always been considered 
inoffensive, though of a jealous dispo - 
sition. At tho time of the commission 
of tho crime ho was porfcetly sober. 
Tho murdorod woman was married to 
McQuillan about four years ago, Sho 
was far advanced in pregnancy.

As' is hor wont, sho 
has been flying high, the victim of hor 
affections this timo being Count Mirafiori, 
a natural son of King Victor Emmanuel.

The Count 
was informed that his attentions must 
ooaso at once, or ho would bo forthwith 
ordered to rejoin his regiment at Aosta, 
and tho fair Amorioan was informed by 
the polico that her residouco in Homo 
must bo termiuuted on the following day. 
Sho sought nn interview with Hignor Ni- 
cotora, a Cabinot Minister, aud although 
sho could not get tne ediot for her tlopar- 
turo rescinded, ho agreed, on the part of 
tho Government, to pay hor hotol bill and 
travelling expenses. Tho noit day Miss 
Lear left for Munich, and tho friends of 
tho occontrie King of Bavaria novrtromblo 
for" his safoty.

The Manchester .'Guardian' says:— i 
"We have every wish to do justico to 
Mr. Hennessy's honesty of intention. 
We haye no doubt that the state of 
things in Barbadoes ia far from satis-l 
faotory. But is it not a little strange 
that Mr. Heunessy should have failed 
to see that worse thihgs may overtake 
a community like that over which he 
is set than soarcity of employment and 
low wages. Much, if not all, of what 
has recently happened might havd 
boon avoided if he had but noted tho 
express declaration of his chief that 
tho Barbadans wore to 'understand 
that Her Majesty's Government could 
not, proceed with any means of con;- 
federation except on tho spontaneous 
request of somo Legislature concern- 
ed.' As soon as the question was 
mooted aftor his arrival in the island, 
it must have boon apjmront to him 
that thero was no chance of a 'spon- 
taneous request' emanating from tho 
Barbadau Parliament. Ho ought 
there and thon to have allowod the 
matter to drop; so far as confedera- 
tion was concerned his responsibility 
was at an end. In choosing another 
course ho has precipitated adangi 
crisis tho issue of which no one ca: 
forotoll. A general rising againot tho 
whites is not perhaps to bo apprehend- 
ed; but if nothing worse comes of tho 
agitation, this at least seems beyond 
question, that it must tell most injur- 
iously on the future relations botweon 
planter and laboror." 

Tho Livorpool 'Daily Courier' has 
these remarks:— "The charges against 
Mr. Pope Hennossy aro altogether of 
such a nature that wo do not wonder 
at Lord Carnarvon's unwillingness to 
beliovo them till he had received offi- 
cial news from the island; but the tel- 
ogram received yostorday shows that 
it is timo to do something. Merely 
shooting down the discontented blacks 
whose pussions havo been roused by 
delusive promises is not the way to 
restore poace iu Barbadoes. If we are 
to believe the story of tho West India 
Committee it is clear that there should 
be a prompt change of Governor; but 
it is just possible that the turbulence 
may havo resulted from party manoeu- 
vring for office.

It 
is evident that wbatevor causes may 
have originated tho discontent the 
spoech of tho 3d of March helped to 
food the popular notion that they were 
a down-trodden people, whom tho 
Queen of England would help but for 
the ruling classos on the island. The 
Governor's language was of a charac- 
ter to mako the ignorant blaoks be- 
lieve this, and some trouble will be 
experienced in dissipating the injurious 
effects of tho indiscreet speech. We 
do not doubt that confederation would 
bo best for the Windward Islands, but 
the Barbadian Legislature must be 
converted to this opinion before the 
scheme is earned out. We must be 
constitutional oven in the West In- 
dies." 

Tho colony on tho Islund of Barba- 
does, to whioh public attention has 
been so anxiously directed within the 
past few days, is in some respects 1 ra- 
ther a remarkablo one. The first Eng- 
lish vessel touching at tho island was 
the Olive Blossom, which sailed from 
Woolwich in 1605. It was not till 21 
yoars after this, however, that a colo- 
ny was established there. It was on 
the 17th of February, 1625, that Cap- 
tain Powell put on shore a little party 
of thirty persons, and returned homo 
with such glowing accounts of tho fer- 
tility and beauty of the island that 
fresh enterprises of the kind wero at 
once projected, and within five years 
immigration and natural increase had 
increased the population to close upon 
2,000 souls. Within five and twenty 
years of tho original settlement in 
Barbadoes, Oldmixon estimated that 
the colony comprised 50,000 whites, 
nnd an English traveller aud historian 
of the island, Richard Ligon, stated 
that at the timo of his leaving the 
West Indies in 1650 tho peoplo of 
Barbadoes could muster a military 
force of 10,000 infantry and 1,000 cav- 
alry, notwithstanding that whon ; he 
arrived there an opidctnio more fatal 
to men than to women, in the propor- 
tion of ten to ono, had made such ha- 
voc among tho inhabitants that the 
living woro hardly ablo to bury the 
dead. There is reason to boliovo thoso 
figuros wore considerably too high.but 
that tho colony grew very rapidly in- 
deed is unquestionable, aud at a very 
early period in its history was densely 
peoplod. Tho island comprised only 
106,210 acres of land, and tho census 
taken in 1814 gave a total of 122,000 
inhabitants. Tho accuraoy of this was 
questioned by Governor Grey, who 
declared his-docided opinion that tho 
population was at least 130,000. Tak- 
ing tho lower number, howover,it gives 
about 731 to the square milo, a denser 
population than China presonts. In 
1871 tho inhabitants had become 162,- 
000, or just upon 1,000 to tho ; square 
mile. Barbadoes was especially for- 
tunate in the class of whito immigrants 
who settled thorn. Tho troubles at 
home urged many old, respectable 
families to turn thoir thoughts to emi- 
gration, and Barbadoes drow to it 
many persons of rank and fortuno 
whon tho Iloyalist causo soemed hope- 
lessly to have collapsed. This circum- 
stauoo gavo to the Barbadians an aris- 
tocratic tone wanting in most of our 
other colonies. Oldmixon says that 
thero was as many good families in 
that island as in any of tho counties of 
England.

The residence of Patrick W. Hoardou 
on Fourth street near tho cornorof fit. 
John has boon tho target of certain malign 
influences duriug the past fow weeks, of 
such a strange and unaccountublo charac- 
ter, as to uwakon tho gravest apprehen- 
sions in tho minds of tho occupants re- 
garding tho cause . tboroof uud ultkuulo 
intentions of tho powers — human or in- 
human — that control thoni. Somo three 
months ago Mr. Reardon rosided at tho 
corner of Santa Clara and Hixth stroets, 
and there tho first outbreak occurred. 
Rocks and stonos wore thrown at the house 
in tho daytime and aftor sua down, de- 
molishing windows and shutters nnd rais- 
ing Ned generally. On one occosion, 
oarly in the ovoniug, a rock whizzed 
through the window and striking a light- 
ed korosone lamp smashed it into atoms. 
These occurrences bocamo so frequent 
and annoying, that Mr. Reardon, a few- 
weeks since, was forood to leave tho houso 
aud rent tho one ho is now oconpying. 
Evory effort to. discover tho cauSo rcsul- 
tod'in a failuro. Where Mr. R. now livos, 
thoro is a largo open yard at tho rear, over 
100 foot iu dopth and to tho north a largo 
open lot oxtendjug to >St, John Street. 
Stiioo his removal tho manifestations have 
taken place as before, only with more ve- 



hemence and with less regard to oxtemal 
conditions. The daytimo has boon s. 
ad for these exhibitions, and withit 
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few days they have increased 
to such an . extent as to creato tho 
livhest consternation iu tho household. 
Ofllcors have been put on the watch, a 
reward offered for the disoovory of tho 
perpetrators and every means taken to 
arrive at a solution of tho mystery, and 
all to no purpose. The rocks fly in tho 
doors and through tho windows iu tho 
broad, open light of tho day, and while 
peoplo aro inside and outddo, with au 
impunity and a disregard for conrjcquon- 
cies as to engender the belief that super- 
natural agoucies are at tho bottom of tho 
affair. t , 

On Thursday, wliilo tho door opening 
into tho hack yard was open, fourtoon 
large stones camo flying in, iu quick suc- 
cession, nearly all , of thorn striking 
against a door on. a lino with tho ono 
open. Miss Mollie Barry who is stop- 
ping at the house, was struck in tho head 
by one of these missiles, but not tho 
slightest pain was oxperionced by tho 
concussion. The rock soemed to havo 
come down gently upon hor head and it 
rested thero until sho removed it.' A man 
was stationed at tho fonco whioh divides 
tho lot at tho east and ono by tho fence on 
the north, and thon when there seemed to 
be no possible ehanco for a human being 
to shy a rock through tho roar doqr, not 
only ono but soveral rocks wero thrown 
by unseen hands as heforo; . : '*„..'. ^f at 

Yesterday the house was rookod as it 
had never boon beforo and the story of 
these occurrences having got about, a 
large numbor of porsons visited tho placo, 
among them representatives of the Mer- 
cury. Though every precaution against 
tho operation of .human influencies in tho 
matter was taken, the rocks camo whiz- 
zing through the door. While L. J. 
Hanchott, Mr. Reardon, E. Knickerbock- 
er, W. W. Pratt, J. J. Owon and othera 
woro there, several rooks oame sailing, as 
it were, through the door, seemingly as 
if from the upper regions, one of thorn 
striking the oeiling in close proximity 
with Mr Knickerbocker's head. 1 The 
strangest part of it is that not ono of the 
persons was hit. i 

Atdimes, whon tho door was closed, tho 
rooks would be thrown through thaivin- 
dow in the north side and if the shutters 
woro closed, the rocks would strike 
against them with tremendous and de- 
molishing force. After tho party, includ- 
ing Mr. Roardon, had left the house. L. 
E, Jones, Mr. Reardon's partner, visited 
tho placo. He liod not been thero hut a 
short time boforo there was a perfoot 
shower' of roeks^omo of them larger than 
goose eggs and of tho kind found at Alum 
Rock and unliko anything in the nighbor- 
hood. 

The most wonderful part of the mani- 
festation was the direction taken by tho 
rocks. Thoy came sailing in the door 
and struck tho coiling, knocking the plas- 
ter off in many places. Tho oeiling is 
ovor three foot higher than the top-of tho 
door, aud a hiimau boing to shy tho. rocks 
in that way must stand within three foot 
of the door on the outside and in a direot 
lino with tho persons ia tho room. Sov- 
eral of the windows have been almoBt to- 
tally demolished. 



A jury at Hohart Town, Australia, be- 
ing unable to ugreo on a criminal case, 
woro locked up. Wearied with a fruitless 
discussion on tho merits of the case under 
consideration, somo of the jurors pro- 
duced pipes and cigars, and attempted to 
relieve tho tedium of thoir position by 
smoking. Tho othor jurors, to whom to- 
bacco was an annoyance iustcad of a so- 
laco, objeclcd to this. A frightful row 
was tho result. From words tho jury came 
to violence. The windows of tho room 
in which thoy woro confined woro smash- 
od to atoms, and to tho alarm of the pass- 
ers-by a chair was hurled out of tho win- 
dow, but happily with no ono in it. This, 
it is allowed, was done by non-smokers, 
who justify thomsolvos su the ground that 
the fumes of tobacoo had rendered tho 
atmosphere of tho room so unbearable as 
to mako a largo and immediate Htipply of 
fresh air absolutely nocessary for oxist- 
anoe. Tho jury did not hotter thoir posi- 
tion by the quarrel, for the Chief Jus- 
tice kept them locked up till night and 
till nost midday, whon ho discharged 
them with a "suitable admonition" on the 
subject of thoir misbehaviour.. . .
